The month under report marks the end of a fiscal year, which can 
be termed as "the lost year" since during the entire period this Mission 
- was not afforded the opportunity to perform the type of work for which 
it was established, Funds were not allotted for the FY-54 period until 
the middle of December last. Program and project agreements were 
prepared and submitted to the respective Ministries of SAG during the 
following 30 to 45 days. Since the fiscal year of the Saudi Arabian 
Government begins March 1, the respective Ministries, after discussing 
such programs and projects with the Mission, included them in their 
budget presentations for approval by the Council of Ministers, The 
SAG FY-54 budget comprises three sections: i.e., Government Operations, 
Economic and Social Development Projects, Reserves and Contingencies, 
The first part of the budget was not approved until the early part of 
May, after which discussions were initiated on the second part, which 
still has not been approved. The latter part of May certain political 
issues involving USG/SAG relations developed, which caused such rela- 
tions to become more tense. This newly developed political atmosphere 
stimulated the Council of Ministers into recommending to the King that 
Point IV aid not be accepted. Although the Mission has received no 
official communication to this effect, neither the over-all economic aid 
agreement and its subordinate project agreements, nor any of the techni- 
cal assistance agreements were executed, except three project agreements 
which, in reality, were of FY-53 vintage, although bottled up during the 
FY-54 period, The political issues mentioned above do not have the 
renotest relation to the Mission or its activities, but as a result of 
the situation created by them, USAOM/SA has been placed in the position 
of innocent bystanders that are likely to get hurt, 


Obviously the personnel of the Mission feel very disheartened and 
discouraged by not having been able to do the work for which they were 
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sent to Saudi Arabia. It is hoped that the situation of USAOM here in Saudi 
Arabia will be clarified at the session of the Council of Ministers scheduled 
to begin July 10, 


Dr. Rashad Pharaon was appointed Minister of Health, such Ministry having 
come under the jurisdiction of H.R.H, Prince Abdullah Faisal, Minister of 
Interior, Dr. Pharaon is now in Paris winding up his diplomatic career and 
is expected to return to Saudi Arabia shortly to assume his new duties as 
Minister of Health, 


SECTION II. OPERATIONS SUMMARY 
A, Progress 


Agriculture 


Mr, Parker made a trip to Ethiopia to study livestock programs and to 
investigate supplies of feed that could be shipped to Saudi Arabia, Oil meal 
or cakes, durra and barley are abundant. Fish meal can be obtained in Asmara, 


Mr, Gibbs has made a soil study of Shaikh Abdullah Sulaiman's farm and 
made a report to him to be used in planning future land and water management, 


Mr, Schwan is writing a report on Arabian ranges, 


Mr. Rountree continued work with farmers in WadisKhulais and Fatima 
relative to seeds distributed earlier. He is now making a survey of agronomic 
problems in the Eastern Province, 


Mr. Barham, in Hofuf, reports that the vegetable seeds distributed gave 
good results. He is attempting to demonstrate the benefits of less irrigation 
to farmers who now over-irrigate their land, 


Health and Sanitation 
The temporary camp site at Wadi Khulais is completed for use.’ 


Mosquito larvae collection stations were revisited and checked for larvae. 
The anophelene mosquito larvae count was found very low in number and all 
stations were negative after 50 to 100 dips, A continual check will be made 
to determine the best time for DDT spraying. 


It is anticipated that the Quarantine Station will be ready within a month 
for any epidemic that may occur during the Pilgrimage. Saudi Government con- 
tractors have completed the network of salt water piping and will soon be ready 
to connect up with the Station's distribution system, A new morgue has been 
completed as well as several kilometers of paved road within the compound. 
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Alterations recommended by the USAOM engineer have been carried out, 


Dr, Shoukri, Egyptian Bacteriologist, has arrived to take charge of the 
laboratory at the Station. 


During the last two weeks progress has been made on getting the Maternal 
and Child Health Center in operation. Dr, Ehsan, Pediatrician, arrived from 
Egypt to serve the center. Several days were spent in setting up the Center with 
the equipment now available, 


Opening of the Center on June 19 was announced by Dr. Shuman, Director of 
Preventive Medicine, Ministry of Health. Unfortunately, the opening has not 
been officially announced in the press as yet. A graduate nurse-midwife arrived 
from Mecca on June 21. She has worked in health centers in Egypt and is familiar 
with the program, 


Natural Resources 


Field work in June consisted of completion of the astral control for the 
last of the aerial photography. The geography on 16 sheets of the Quanfida-Lith 
block was finished and transmitted to Washington for printing. Seven sheets 
remain in the vicinity of Lith. Field work, including sampling, on a low-grade 
copper deposit in the Northern Hejaz was completed and a report for the Foreign 
Minister nearly completed, Twenty-one water analyses were made including ten 
samples from the abandoned railroad between Medina and the Jordan border, 


Samples for petrographic and paleontologic studies were prepared and shipped 
to the Geological Survey in Washington. Rough drafts describing 13 localities 
where the ancient people mined were also prepared, 


Transportation and Communications 





Mr. A. W. Van Dyke, Highway Engineer from the Transportation Division, FOA/W 
arrived on June 7 and left on June 9, Highway problems were discussed with 
Mr. Corson. The Chief of the Division took Mr. Van Dyke to see Mr, Fuad A, Zahed, 
Chief Highway Engineer for the SAG Ministry of Communications where the various 
problems involved in highway construction in Seudi Arabia were discussed, Mr. 
Van Dyke also met Aramco officials in Jidda and went over the highway situation 
from the Aramco point of view, Mr, Van Dyke seemed well pleased with his visit 
to Jidda. 


Public Administration 


A recommendation looking forward to a Records Management Program was sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Finance. The plan contemplates assignment of a 
qualified Saudi for training in the United States and assignment of a U.S. 
Records Management Specialist. 
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The Minister of Finance indicated to the Chief of the Division his interest 
in the records program, custom activities, and educational emphasis, He wants 
to select four officials to receive training with the Mission. The Minister 
also desires copies of the Division's reports for circulation to officials. 
















The first section of the Export-Import Statistical project (Commodity 
Classification) was submitted to the Minister of Finance, No counterpart for 
Mr. George has yet been assigned. 


An objective of the Division is an educational program, Talks were given 
to Saudis who are to attend the seminar at the American University of Beirut, 
July 3 - 31. Further attention will be given this group on their return, It 
is contemplated to visit AUB to investigate possible loan of lecturers, the 
preparation of Arabic-English translations of texts on public administration, 
and for discussion of teaching methods used in public administration classes 
for Middle East students, 


Mr. Robert Kennedy arrived in June for consultation on customs problems, 
Program-wise he is studying the means by which SAG is putting into effect the 
new customs bill of entry which is now ready for release. Mr. Kennedy's advice 
is proving very helpful to USAOM/SA. 

A, Training 


Education 


Two trainees were sent to the United States this month, In addition, six 
government officials were sent to Beirut to attend an Institute in Public Admin- 
istration at the American University of Beirut.

After considerable delay, the Saudi Government issued the 
publication containing the Tariff Ordinance and the Classification 
Guide, printed in Arable, to the Customs officials and, a few days 
later, to the general public. The stencilling of the English 
translation will likely be finished and ready for mimeographing 
in a few weeks, This will see the completion of the long process 


Mr. Kennedy spent a considerable part of the month in Iraq, 
consulting with the Minister of Finance and top Customs officials 
of that Government. Mr. Kennedy's recommendations for improvement 
of the Customs were reviewed in detail and accepted with one minor — 
exception, He also held meetings with the Assistant Deputy Minister 
of Finance of Saudi Arabia concerning the implementation of the 
Bill of Entry, improved valuation procedures and the general 
program of work for the next few months, The Assistant Deputy 
Minister showed his apparent interest in customs problems and 
improvements and expressed a desire to continue the discussions. 








The staking out of the fifty mile strip of line from 
Riyadh was completed on May 31 by the International Ingineering 
Company, Following this, Mr. Charles Buck, Project Manager for 
the Engineering Company, closed the office in Jidda and left for 
San Francisco on June 13, The final report on the survey is 
expected to be completed in two months,

Also the abandonment of a number of proposed projects. Intimate knowledge 
of local conditions would indicate that in Saudi Arabia, technicians alone, 
unless properly equipped and supplied, are virtually mable to carry out 
projects,

To date, planning of agricultural work has been primarily in 
the Wadi Khulais and Wadi Itwad, However, as technicians arrive in 
the field, the Agriculture Division, in concurrence with the Saudi 
Arabian Departnent of Agriculture, intends to begin work in other 
areas such as Wadi Fatima, Abha, Riyadh, Hofuf and DammomQatif, 

The extent of the work undertaken is dependent on the sums of money 
available to carry on projects, The proposed FY-54 program author- 
ization is wholly inadequate providing as it does, funds for personnel 
and training awards end none for supplies, equipment and travel.

During the coming fiscal year, it is expected that expansion 
and improvement of facilities for the School of Commerce and the 
Industrial School will take place, The Industrial School has a piece 
of land near the sea where, for some time, a school has been planned, 
Lack of funds has so far delayed its construction.

There was little change during the month as regards the attitude of SAG 
towards the local program. Feeling prevails in the Government that the 
program has not measured up to its promises and that it does not meet Seudi 
necessities. This feeling is reinforced each time the Saudis learn details 
of enlarged programs or projects in other countries, This basic criticism 
by SAG can only be rectified if recognition is given to the importance of 
Saudi Arabia in the Middle East and to its need for TCA assistance,

Work on the agricultural phase of the Commmity Development 
Project at El Darb remains at a standstill due to lack of technicians 
in the field. Further exploratory well drilling failed to bring in 
fresh water. It had been hoped that wells would supply part of the 
water for irrigating a large plot of currently uncultivated ground 
northwest of El Darb. When an irrigation engineer and a range 
management specialist arrive in Saudi Arabia they will investigate 
the possibilities of water spreading in the Wadi, By better 
diversion of flood waters and the construction of diversion struct- 
ures it may be possible to increase the amount of land now under 


Trips were made by Dr, Edens and Tom Moon to Wadi Khulais to 
locate, if possible, land which might be used for demonstrational 
plots. It appeared as though most of the cultivable land is already 
being worked. Further action waits upon studies to be made by the 
soils technician and irrigation engineer being recruited, 


Two plots of ground on SAG experimental farms in Hadda esh Sham, 
have been selected for demonstration purposes, Soybean, peanut, 
sorghum and cantaloupe seeds have been planted under the supervision 
of Tom Moon. The seed bed was turned by ox power using a plow

Saudi Arab criticism of the became pronounced towards the end 
of March, This attitude vas evident in the request by the Minister of Health 
that TOA withdraw its Health Division, as in Saudi opinion, nothing had been 
achieved. Currently, this matter is under discussion. Many factors go to 
make up this attitude. Anti-western leaders are advantage of . 
apparent weakness in the program to gain their objective of forcing TCA to 
leave Saudi Amabla. Despite a number of concrete achievements by TCA, 
there is a prevalent feeling on the part of the Seudis that the program is 
still a paper one and has not done what it set out to do, There is a Saudi 
tendency to overlook their own responsibility in slowing up program growth 
through dilatory tactics and lack of decision, As regards the Health 
Program, TCA/W's withholding approval of the Quarantine Station Project, 
previously given high priority by SAG, has caused the feeling 
to grow that TCA in Studi Arabia doss not intend to do work of fundamental 
importance for the comtry. This delay has greatly strengthened the hand 
of those who seek to discredit TCA locally. The Secretary General of the 
Health Department reported that Prince Abdulla Feisal was influenced by 
statements made by the Regional Director of WHO to the effect that TGA had 
no worth while services to offer and is in fact not favorably disposed to 
assist in essential health programs, 























It is believed likely that SAG demands and pressure for large grants 
in aid will increase in the next several months, The enlarged program in 
Egypt and the extensive aid given to Israel serve to stimulate discontent. 
This undoubtedly will be a crucial period for TCA in Saudi /rabia,

Work on the Railroad Survey continued, Aerial photography was begun in the 
Tihama and Hejaz., The Saudi Arabian Government submitted an official request 
for assistance in connection with the sterilizing apparatus of the Quarantine 
Station now nearing completion. Mineral exploration work continued, New 
Tariff and Customs regulations and procedures were worked on, Discussions took

_. One of the problems in connection with program growth is the retarde 
state of recruitment of personnel, However, it is not only the problem of 
recruiting technicians but of getting technicians with the required emotional 
and physical makeup necessary to succeed under the trying local conditions, 
Unless a technician is so qualified, his presence in the field can do more harm 
than good. Housing also continued to be a bottleneck and the lack of adequate 


stenographic assistance is a retarding influence, 


The SAG abtitude was in general friendly but long ddays still occur before 
action is.decided upon. There is the continuing problem of the government's 
dissatisfaction with a program which is primarily technical assistance and 
light on financial aid. Sducational efforts regarding the intent and purpose of

New equipment purchased in Beirut was installed in the School of 
Commerce during the month. Thirty typing tables constructed ‘under Dr. Dolley's 
supervision, were furnished by the School Committee. The School's enrollment 
passed the 100 mark, Major considerations confronting the School are lack of 
teacher supply, lack of text and instructional material and organization of 
course outlines and instructional units and specifications, Two full-time 
teachers and three part-time evening teachers are presently needed and being 
sought, The Advisory Committee and Dr. Dolley feel that an American commercial 
expert should operate the school, 


Work continued on the processing of trainee canddates, Four of 
the telephone communication candidates were ready to leave for the United States, 


The Project Agreement for-the School of Commerce is being written 
with the aid and advice of the Advisory Committee. An Agreement for the 
Industrial School is under consideration, Conferences were held concerning the 
problem of establishing.and training a modern-police force in Jidda, The

SECTION III. PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT 


In Agriculture, the interest shown by the Director General in having Point }, 
review the budget and make recommendations indicates some real ization of the role 
Point l) can play in planning the future SAG program, ‘The present organization 
and administrationaf the Department of Agriculture is poor and it needs to be 
greatly strengthened before it will be in a position to function effectively, 

At this time it is difficult to say how mech effort SAG is willing to expend in 


agricultural improvement, 


In Public Health the positive factors are the apparent interest in an 
enlarged program on the part of the Minister of Health and the comparatively 
large budget he has at his disposal. The number of proposed projects being dis- 
cussed is indicative of the conditions in this field. 


SAG has requested the Natural Resources Division toreview a proposed 
enlarged drilling program, This is to provide water to many areas whose sources 
are insufficient or uncertain, TCA's pars akeeee would be in an advisory 
capacity, The program would be a costly one of unproven feasibility, It is, 
perhaps, indicative of the central government's concern for isolated tribal 
areas, Planning such a program would be dependent on having basic facts 
developed via aerial photography, ground surveys, etc, 


Discussions took place with SAG officials concerning a proposed fertilizer 
plant utilizing waste gas. SAG at this time would not appear to be in a posi- 
tion to finance the project without outside aid,’ A possible TCA project would 
be to provide additional technical information concerning the feasibility of 
the plant. 


The rate of Saudi Arabian economic development is dependent largely on the 
wisdom with which its revenues are spent, ‘here are indications that Royal’ 
expenditures continue to grow and that government finances are, as usual, in a 
bad state, This obviously is a serious limiting factor in the government's 
ability to carry out an extensive development program.

SECTION VII. PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION 
a. TCA-Embassy Relationship 


This relationship has on the whole continued to be satisfactory, 
TCA has had the benefit of the sage counsel, aditice and assistance of the 
Ambassador on all important matters, fowever, the clearance of goods through 
Customs is still regrettably slow and this has caused a good deal of inconvenience 
as well as dissatisfaction on the part of TCA personnel. 


The uncertainty over the per diem for field trip expenses has caused 
some dissatisfaction. Several staff members were informed while being recm ited 
that the per diem would be $18.00 per day. This maximum was fixed on the basis of 
hotel accommodations at Dhahran and not on cost data of Meld trips, The request 
of the Embassy Executive Officer for actual cost data on field trips is being 
comlicd with and a per diem rate will be arrived at which can be supported by 
the facts. 

A joint Enbassy-TCA Sports and Entertainment Committee has been 
formed for better recreational facilities, Movies are being shown two or three 
times a week at the Bnbassy for Embassy and TCA staff members and their guests 
and these are very helpful to morale.

Work continued on a joint report with Michaei Baker Inc., concerning the 
feasibility of check dams at Riyadh, Test drilling by the contracted 
was done at several sites in an attempt to study the permeability of the the soft 
and to evaluate the probable effectiveness of the dams. 


Baker, Inc., carried on drilling at Riyadh, _— Muwaih and Taif. One 
exploratory hole drilled 30 kilometers from the town of Yenbo produced potable 
water containing 2000 parts per million of dissolved salts. However, the flow 
was limited and would not be sufficient for the tow, 


At Muwaih a supply of water was found and the rig moved to [aif to begin 
drilling in an effort to find water for that small city. A rotary rig has been 
assigned for work at the Darb Project Site and casing for Darb and Qiszan water 
supplies was shipped from Jidda. 


Trucks to be used for the water resource program have been released follow- 
ing final clearanee of a letter of credit. ‘These trucks are being shipped from 
New York and will greatly relieve the extremely tight transport problem. 








SAG has requested that studies be made leading towards increasing water 
supplies on the Medina-Mecca pilgrimage road, Work proceeds slowly due to lack 
of aerial photographs, lack of transportation and the transfer of some rigs to 
Al Hasa Province.
